WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Senator Till- 


: man today introduced resolutions direct- 


ing the Committee on Finance to in- 
vestigate the recent proceedings of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in connec- 
tion with the financial crisis and also 
to make inquiry concerning § clearing- 
house certificates. 


The Resolutions. 

The first of the resolutions directs 

the Committee on Finance to investi- 
gate and report to the Senate as fol- 
lows: . 
“First—Whether the issue of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness bearing 3 per cent 
interest, bids for which were invited 
by the Secretary of the Treasury Nov. 
18, 1907, were for the purpose of, bor- 
rowing money ‘to meet public expendi- 
tures,’ as provided by section 32 of the 
act approved June 15, 1899, and if not, 
whether there is any warrant of law 
for the issue of said certificates. 

“Becond—Whether the issue of $50,000,- 
000 of bonds of the Panama Canal loan, 
bids for which were called for by the 
Secretary of the Treasury on Nov. 18, 
1907, was required to ‘defray the ex- 
penses on said canal, there being at 
that time, when both of these loans 
were made, upwards of $200,000,000 in the 
treasury for current expenditures.’ 

“Third—Whether any legislation was 
necessary to protect the people and busi- 
ness interests of the country from the 
issue of unlawful money, if clearing 
house certificates are such, and to pre- 
vent the illegal inerease of the public 
debt in time of peace.” 

The second series of resolutions desires 
the Finance Committee “to investigate 
and Feport to the Senate as soon as

KNOWN TO THE POLICE 





Earl Stevens Declares Dead 
Man Gave Him Money 
to Invest. 





Three men and a young woman are 
held at Police Headquarters pending in- 
vestigation into the death of Porter F. 
Biggerstaff, a former prosperous grocer, 
and into three checks aggregating $360 
he signed a short time before his death. 
The police are searching for Mrs. Jessie 

mith, 50 years old, mother of one of 
the men under arrest, from whom Big- 


|gerstaff rented a room at 1303 Chestnut 


street. 

Mrs. Smith's son is Earl Stevens, alias 
Harry Gannon, known to the police. His 
19-year-old wife, wearing a plumed 
mushroom hat and brown satin suit, is 
a prisoner with him. The other prison- 
ers are Fred Juergeson, who lives at 
the Chestnut street address, and Dan- 
jel Currier, who says his home is in 
Kansas City. Mrs. Stevens’ maiden 
name was Edna Duing. 

Poison Is Suspected. 

The first diagnosis of Biggerstaff’s 
illness was delirium tremens. but the 
police believe that his death was due 
to some drug, as they say he was not 
intoxicated or under the influence of 
alcohol when found by them. 

Detective Murphy and Special Offi- 
cer Quinn say that reports came to 
them that a man with a bank account 
was being kept drunk in a flat at 1303 
Chestnut street and induced to issue 
small checks which were being raised 
and cashcd. 

The officers investigated and found 
Biggerstaff at the flat. 

His Overcoat Is Pawned. 

He was taken to Police Headquarters 
and questioned. He said he had is- 
sued, only two checks, one for $10 and 
one for $%. He charged also that Mrs. 
Stevens had *pawned an overcoat be- 
longing to him and taken $50 from the 
pockets of that garment. 

Biggerstaff was taken to Police Head- 
quarters at 6 p. m. Saturday. Shortly 
after his arrival there, the police say, 
he became ill and was removed to the 
City Hospital, where he died at 6 a. m. 
Sunday. 

Shortiy after Biggerstaff was taken 
in charge by the police Stevens was 
found at FourteentlH and Market streets 
in company with Juergeson and Cur- 
rier. They were arrested. Mrs. Ste- 
vens was not arrested until after Big- 
gerstaff’s death Sunday morning. 

Promised to Invest in Scheme. 

Stevens says Biggerstaff had been 
boarding at the Chestnut street flat, 
which is conducted by Mrs. Jessie 
Smith, mother of Stevens, at different 
times for months past. 

He had been there continuously for 
several weeks, Stevens said, and had 
promised him money to invest in a 
nickelodeon at Granite City. 

“‘He gave me two checks for this pur- 
pose,” said Stevens Monday, ‘‘one for 
$175 and one for $110. They were on the 
Washington National Bank, where he 
had an account of $500. I cashed the 
checks, but had about abandoned the 
idea of buying a nickelodeon. It was 
my plan to leave far Florida _ Saturday 
night. Juergeson was going with me 
and old man Biggerstaff probably would 
have gone along, too.”’ 

Stevens denies that he raised any 
checks given him by Biggerstaf. 

Wears Modish Clothing. 

Mrs. Stevens, who was brought to Po- 
lice Headquarters wearing a big brown 
hat with white ostrich plumes and a 
brown satin dress, denied that she took 
any money from Biggerstaff’s overcoat. 
but admitted pawning the coat. 

She has black hair, a fair skin and 
large blue eyes. Her appearance at 
Police Headquarterg attracted consid- 
erable attention. 

The police found Monday at the Wash- 
ington National Bank that Stevens had 
cashed three checks there—two made 
out to himself and signed by Biggerstaff, 
for $110 and $175 respectively, and a 
third for $75 made out in Stevens’ hana- 
writing to Mrs. Smith and signed by 
Biggerstaff. 

Bank officials say the signatures are 
genuine, and that there is no indication 
that the amounts of the checks were 
raised. 

After it was found that one of the 
checks was made to Mrs. Srnith, search 
for her began. 


Biggerstaf, the dead man, formerly 
was in the grocery business, but retired 
about @ year ago. He is separated from 
his wife, who lives at 4189 Washington 
avenue. He has a daughter. 

Granville T. Biggerstaff, father of Por- 
ter F. Biggerstaff, was one of four 
brothers who emigrated to Plattsburg, 
Mo., in 1850, and the family since has 
been prominent In the county. Porter 
Biggerstaf! was Sheriff in 1884 and held 
other official positions. He moved to 
St. Louly in 1903. A @ispatch to the 
Post-Dispatch from lattsburg says

This is the effect of a decision handed 
down by Judge Reynoldg Monday ‘in 
the ease in which the Western Fur Co. | 
sued William T. Mathews for $600, the 
value of a sealskin sacque which his 
wife, Sadie L. Mathews, bought and 
charged to the aecount of her husband. 
Mathews is a son of the late Dr. John 
Mathews, former pastor of the Cénte- 
nary M. E. Church. 


Husband’s Demurrer Sustained, 

A demurrer filed by Mathews on this 
ground was sustained and the fur coni- 
pany was given three days in which to 
filc an amended petition or take a non- 
suit, which would enable them to file 
another petition. 

Mrs. Mathews bought the sacque Novy. 
2, 1906. In her deposition, filed in support 
of the fur company’s claim on her hus- 
band, she testified that Mathews is a 
man of means and is secretary and 
treasurer of the Methews Realty Co. 
She said that she had been asking her 
husband for a sealskin sacque for five 
years and that he told her she did not 
need one, as the winters are not Severe 
in St. Louis. 

When she received an invitation to at- 
tend a wedding in New York, she said, 
she made up her mind to buy the sacque 
She asked 
the dealers not to send the bill to him 
until she returne. to St. Louis. This 
was because she thought that when she 
came back and her -husband saw the 
sacque he would like it so well that he 
would let her keep it. 

The result was different. For two 
weeks after her return she and hus- 
bend lHved apart, she at the Bucking- 
nam Club and he at their home, 3441 
Pine street. 

Sends Clothing Back. 

Mathcws put an advertisement in the 
papers, saying that he would not be re- 
sponsible for his wife’s- debts, and he 
sent to the sealskin sacque back to the 
dealers. ‘They promptly returned it, and 
he sent it vack. Mathews, in his depogi- 
tion, said that his wife had a strange 
desire to buy wearing apparel for which 
she had no use.

Passengers on the Kroonland 
Alarmed When She Stops 
at Sea. 





PLYMOUTH, England, Dee. 9.—The 
steamer Kronpring Wilhelm has re- 
ceived a wireless telegram today from 
the Red Star Line steamer Kroonland, 
saying that this vessel had ‘broken her 
shaft at a point to the westward of the 
Lizard, during a heavy, gale. 

The Kronprinz Wilhelm arrived here 
at 9:45 today from New York. The 
Kroonland, Capt. Doxrud, left Antwerp 
Dec. 7 for New York. 

The wireless message from the Kroon- 
land added that one shaft having been 
broken, the vessel was working its way, 
though necessarily slowly, under its 
Qgwn steam for Liverpool for repairs. 

The liner left Antwerp Saturday with 
45 first and 225 second class passengers 
and 380 sailors and steerage passengers 
aboard. The shaft broke while the ship 
was off the Scilly Islands. 

The Captain’s message says: the pas- 
scngers at first were much alarmed 
when the liner stopped, but confidence 
was restored. An effort will be made 
to send help from _here. 


NO RECORD OF KROONLAND 
PASSENGERS IN ST. LOUIS 


At the local offices of the Red Star 
Line, at 900 Locust street, Monday, it 
Was said that there were no records 
there to show how many passengers 
the Kroonland carried .when she sailed 
fruin Antwerp last Saturday, but that 
the bookings are usually iight at this 
season. The ship has stateroom ac- 
commodations for 310 first-class passen- 
gers. 

She was built by the Crarmps at Phila- 
delphia in 1905 and is“®f the same type 
as the Finland, Vaderland and Zeeland 
of the same line, all of which have a 
length of 580 feet and a breadth of @ 
feet. She is equipped with a wireless 
tclegraph outfit. A newspaper, the Red 
Ster News, is published on board. 

According to her schedule, the Kroon- 
land should reach New York a week 
from today. After departing from Ant- 
werp she stopped for passengers at 
Dover and should have been off Lizard 
Point, on the extreme southwest coast 
of England, Monday morning.

Oliger was 2 years old, and his wife 
is 22. He was employed until two weeks 
ago at a downtown hotel, and was dis- 
charged after he broke several mirrors 
in a fit of temporary dementia. For 
two days after that he was held for ob- 
servation at the City Hospital, and then 
was released, the hotel owners refusing 
to prosecute him, as they said they 
believed his act was irresponsible. 

Despondent Over Idleness, 

After leaving the hospital, Oliger gave 
no sign of insanity, but he became con- 
stantly more despondent at his inability 
to obtain work. He spent his days 
tramping the streets in search of a po- 


ye downcast. 

Oliger left home Suturjay afternoon 
te seek work, and did not return until 
Monday afternoon. His wife worried 
over his absence, and when she heard 
his voice calling her, she jumped from 
her chair in a neighbor’s house, where 
she was sewing, with a cry of relief. 

When Mrs. Oliger entered her home 
her husband threw his arms about her 
end begged her td commit suicide with 
him, declaring that he intended to die, 
and that he could not leave her. Ske re- 
fused. 

Oliger drew a flask of acid from a coat 
rocked and, with one arm thrown about 
his wife, swallowed a part of it, then 
tried to force the remainder down her 
throat. 

Burns Face and Breast. 

Although Mrs. Oliger resisted with 
all her strength, part of the acid was 
forced down her throat, the balance 
spreading in a searing stream over her 
face and breast. 

The poison became effective, and Oll- 
ger dropped at his wife’s feet in con- 
vulsions. She ran to the door, scream- 
ing for help and an ambulance, and 
fainted at the threshold. 

If Mrs. Oliger’s life is saved it will 
be In part due to Miss Jennie Slatery, 
who conducts a preparatory school in. 
the front of the Clark avenue house. 
Miss Slatery obtained half a pint of 
whisky and some eggs, forcing them 
down Mrs. Oliger’s throat and ;bathing 
her face and breast in alcohol until an 
ambulance arrived. 

Marricd Two Yearn. 

Mr. and Mrs, Oliger have been mar- 
ried two years. They lived in a brick 
cottage at the rear of the Clark ave- 
nue address, and neighbors say thelr 
manner toward each other was al- 
ways affectionate. Their home life 
seemed unusually happy, and Oliger’s 
devotion to his wife was a matter of 
general comment among those who 
knew them. 

Dr. William E. Burke of 3555 Man- 
chester avenue, first’ called to the 
house, said that neither Oliger nor his 
wife could live. At the hospital it is 
said that there is only a slight chance 
for the woman's recovery.

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 9.—Sweden has 
another giant King. Following the death 
of Oscar II at 9 o’clock Sunday morning, 
the jovial Crown Prince, Oscar Gustav 
Adolphe, took the oath of allegiance un- 
der the title of King Gustav V. Strip- 
ping the ceremony of all the formality 
it was possible to dispense with, the tall 
Prince +ecame King in a somewhat 
Rooseveltian manner. As the Princes 
of the blood swore allegiance to their 
new ruler, the latter embraced and 
kissed them, giving his favorite, the 
giant Carl, a hearty slap on the back. 

The new King Gustav much resembles 
his father in gigantic stature and in 
light Saxon-blond features. The young 
monarch is not unused to the cares of 
state, as he has frequently acted as re- 
gent during the illness and absence of 
hit father and has displayed good senseé 
and ability.: He is personally much 
liked here and at other capitals, where 
he is regarded as Ywaving his father’s 
characteristics of sincerity and sim- 
plicity. 

The King’s Death. 

King Oscar died at 9:10 o’clock. The 

death of the venerable monarch oc- 


curred in the royal apartment. of the} 


palace, where, surrounded by the mem- 
bers of his family, including the aged 
Queen Sophia and the Crown Prince, 
end-high ministers of State, the end 
had been awaited, while outside the 
palace great crowds stood with bowed 
heads and tearful eyes long after the 
announcement, came of the death of 
their well-loved sovereign. The whole 
country is bowed with grief, for King 
Oscar was something more than a ruler 
of his people and had endeared himse!f 
to them as an intimate and personal 
friend. When the firag on the palace 
was dipped to half mast there was a 
moan of anguish frem the assembled 
multitude, and many of them cried: 
“Our dear old King ig dead.’’ 

At 1 o’clock in the afternoon King 
Gustave V took the oath of office be- 
fore the Cabinet and court assembled 
in the grand gallery. The oath wag 
administered by Minister Lindman. 
Then the princes of the blood swore 
allegiance to the King. 

This ceremony completed, the Cabinet 
resigned, but the King begged the min- 
isters to remain at their posts and as- 
sist him as they haa so ably assisted 
nis father. They acceded to his request 
and took the oath of office.

UNCLE SAM AS A POSTAL BANKER. 
- Both the President and the Postmaster-General 
have strongly trged the establishment of. postal 
savings banks. 

Many people favor the idea, without advancing 

good reasons for its adoption or workable plans 
for its execution. One of the principal objec- 
tions to the enterprise lies in the question as to 
the disposition of the money by Government. 
_ The Treasury has a surplus of more than $250,- 
000,000 already, which is loaned to national banks 
without interest. Do the advocates of postal 
sevings banks wish to roll up another $250,000,- 
000 to be used in the same way? 

It is proposed that the postal savings banks 
shall pay 2 per cent interest on deposits. If the 
Treasury, pursuing this policy, shall then loan 





_ the money to national»banks without interest, it | 


will be doing exactly what it proposed to do in 
the case of the 3 per cent certificates—paying for 
borrowed money and loaning money for nothing.

Oklahoma presents a ‘parallel to all this in 
everything except the matter of race; and the fact 
that its white population had no more than en- 
tered upon its own political rights when it pro- 
ceeded to deprive colored men of some of theirs, 
shows how deep-seated is the aversion which ac- 
tuated it. 

A State enjoying and administering ideal liberty 
and justice has been the dream of good men for 
ages, but it has not yet appeared. When the Oke 
lahoma Constitution was formulated it was hailed 
in some quarters as the nearest approach to a 
perfect formfof Government that had been made. 
[t undertook to profit by the mistakes and the 
difficulties of others. It prohibited many things. 
I' commanded many things. It shackled wrong. 
It threw wide the doors to freedom. 

Yet such are the limitations of poor human na- 
ture that once secure in the possession of this 
Utopian charter, unhampered by old laws, old 
fetters, old hates, old feuds and old biases, the 
men who came to the dignity of statehood under 
it lost no time in smiting hip and thigh an ele- 
ment which also is struggling bravely toward the 
light. 

Jim Crow laws may be necessary in a highly 
civilized society, but we doubt it. - People who are 
quite cure of themselves and of their position in 
the world do not need them. The time will come 
when Oklahoma will be ashamed of them.

The Price of Meat. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Some recent articles in local news columns of your 
excellent newspaper have had a tendency to prejudice 
consumers against master butchers by giving the im- 
pression that they were responsible for the prevalen: 
high meat prices. The statement was made that 
“pork chops should sell for 10 cents a pound.” When 
you are informed that 10 cents a pound has been the 
lowest wholesale price for pork loins for many 
months, and at that price only for.a few days, you 
will readily appreciate the fact that retail butchers 
must make a profit or they could not remain in 
business. Even on pork loins there is some waste, 
and this also falls upon the retailer. On Wednesday, 


‘Dec. 4, the price of pork loins was again advanced 


by wholesalers to 11% cents a pound, and retailers 
were either obliged to) make a further advance or sell 
at a loss. It is a fact easily ascertainable, that with 
all wholesalers of St. Louis, the same price prevaps 
for pork. Not only. are pork products high, but also 
other meat products—beef, veal and lamb. Calves on 
the hoof cost St. Louis butchers 8\ cents a pound, 
and when prepared for the block the cost excee1s 12% 
cents. Lambs also cost about 12% cents a pound. 
You will observe from these figures that retail butch- 
ers must be. acquitted from the responsibility of 
maintaining high meat prices, and if the price of 
livestock has declined, and the dressed products have 
not been lowered sympathetically, the fault Hes with 
the wholesalers, not the retailers.

A. V. asks: ‘‘Will you kindly tell me why itis correct to say ‘It is doubtless 
E true,’ and incorrect tosay ‘It is probable true?’ I notice the word. ‘doubt- 

° less’ Used-so many times when one would. substitute ‘probable.’ It 
would make the sentence appear incorrect.’’ I do not know the context of 
the phrases he quotes and therefore cannot say that doubtless was incorrect- 
ly ug®@d; but it should never be substituted for probably—not probable. Doubt- 
less means without a doubt; lacking all doubt; certainty. A statement that is 
doubtless true, is beyond question? it is absolutely true. A statement that Its 
probably true, lacks final certainty; a doubt is expressed in this phrase and 
it is used because the person who utters it is not absolutely convinced. It is 
doubtless true that the sun rose this morning; it is probably true that you did 
not sée it rise. 

I appreciate the difficulty some readers of these Lessons mention, of quickly 
identifying collective nouns. Errors arising from such difficulties are pardon- 
able in speech, but not in written language. Secretary Taft said in the course 
of his Manila speech, ‘‘The Philippines ARE a great country.’’ We overlook 
such slips, because during the labor of utterance a speaker must keep the 
thought clearly to the fore and cannot pause to correct a word form which 
escapes his. lips because youthful slovenliness established a bad habit. He 
would not write ‘‘The Philippines ARE 5 great country,’’ nor would he say ‘‘a 
great country ARE the Philippines.” “The Philippines’’ IS not plural in this 
use, because he has collected it by the use of country. The Philippines IS a 
great field for commerce. The Phillippines IS a great possession. The Philip- 
pines IS a menace to our peace. The United States IS a great country. The 
United States IS a great field for commerce. 

Do not think all words ending in S are plural. The Public Schools IS our 
bulwark against ignorance. The Smith, Jones & Robinson Co. 1S a trust. The 
Smith, Jones & Robinson Co. HAS a large surplus. The Smith, Jones & Robin- 
son Co. HAS bought ground for a new factory.
